New York. Nov. 4.—[Special ] — The 
money and the sentiment Is strong for 
Seth Low to-night, and I expect to 
see him elected. The sporting men 
have gone back on Shepard and Tam¬ 
many on account of the retention of 
Chief of Police Devery. They say that 
if Low la elected they know that Dev¬ 
ery will go, but in the case of the elec¬ 
tion of Shepard Influences may prevail 
and Devery be sustained in his place. 
Devery, as I understand It, protects a 
gambling syndicate here, and he Is the 
chief beneficiary. These sporting men 
outside of this gambling monopoly are 
of course arrayed against it. 

Devery is a tough and a blackguard, 
and should have been put down and out 
three weeks ago. The refusal of Cro- 
ker to turn him down will heat the 
Tammany ticket 50,000 votes to-mor¬ 
row. 

With Devery eliminated from the 
campaign there was not anything else 
In it but Democracy and Republican¬ 
ism. The Democrats would have won 
by a handsome majority. Shepard 
would have certainly dismissed Devery 
from the force if elected, but the gam¬ 
blers on the outside were afraid that 
he would not. Croker. with his usual 
obstinacy, has stood by Devery, even 
over the protests of many good men 
tn the hall.

New York. Nov. t—At midnight to¬ 
night—six hours before the opening of 
the polls—both sides In the municipal 
contest were claiming the victory.

“This has been a most Interesting 
campaign. The fight Is now over and 
no matter who Is elected I am sure the 
city will profit by the agitations of the 
questions which have been the main 
issues of the campaign.” 

Robert C. Norris, Chairman of the 
Republican Campaign Committee, stuck 


to his estimate of 70,000 for Mr. Low 

Edward M. Shepard said this evening 
that he had no particular statement to 
make and nothing to say of the cam¬ 
paign beyond w hat he had already said 
end no Issues to discuss any further 
than he has already discussed them. 

If the betting on the result is any 
Indication as to what the count of bal¬ 
lots will show*, the fusion candidates 
seem to have the better of It by a 
shade.

In Baltimore city especially the sit¬ 
uation Is anything but clear. The Re¬ 
publican managers claim that they 
will elect the city ticket and will carry 
all three legislative districts. They 
count upon a large independent vote 
for their ticket. The Democrats say 
their city ticket is safe, and that they 
will win their legislative ticket in two 
districts. 

In the counties the outcome Is also 
exceedingly doubtful. The Democrats 
unquestionably believe they will carry 
several of the counties heretofore con¬ 
sidered hopelessly Republican, and this 
belief is largely based upon the expect¬ 
ation that the new arrangement of 
the ballot will disfranchise the greater 
part of the illiterate colored voters. 

Republican leaders from the counties 
claim that they have succeeded in drill¬ 
ing their vote, and that their loss will 
be very small. 

Nobody has as yet been able to fore¬ 
cast the exact effect of the new ballot 
law, and each side claims that the 
other will suffer heaviest through its 
operation. Both sides appealed to be 
equally as confident, and only the 
counting of the vote can decide be¬ 
tween the rival claimants. 

The counting of the ballots this year 
will be much more difficult than for¬ 
merly. and ft is doubtful whether the 
complete returns will be In until Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon.

DENVER FEARS TROUBLE AGAIN 


DEMOCRATS ARE ENCOURAGED, 


While Republicans In Ohio Are Not 
So Confident. 


Columbus, O.. Nov. 4.—The apathy 
that has prevailed during the present 
campaign In Ohio continues up to the 
eve of the coming election. The fall¬ 
ing off of the registration In the large 
cities, the unusually Indefinite indica¬ 
tions of the poll books and the general 
lack of Interest have put the leaders to 
guessing. 

While the Republicans are confident 
of winning, they fear that the small 
vote may greatly reduce the pluralities 
that they expected on the State ticket 
and probably make the result In the 
Legislature close on Joint ballot for Sen¬ 
ator. The Democrats are greatly en¬ 
couraged. 

Local affairs enter Into the election 
to-morrow more than usually. Besides a 
full State ticket and members of the 
Legislature there are full county tick¬ 
ets. In Cincinnati the vote on the ex¬ 
tension of the lease of the Cincinnati 
Southern railroad is a most Important 
factor. In Cleveland Mayor Johnson’s 
taxation theorl-s and factional troubles 
complicate the situation. In Toledo the 
old Centennial controversy and in Co¬ 
lumbus “local option" and other compli¬ 
cations are diverting attention from 
both national and State Issues. 

Advices from different parts of Ohio 
to-night indicate great interest In the 
doubtful counties for members of the 
Legslature. Senator Foraker is inter¬ 
ested now in all the Republican legisla¬ 
tive candidates, as he Isa candidate for 
re-election. There Is n precedent to give 
members the Indorsement of a second 
term, and this makes th* Junior Sen¬ 
ator also Interested In all Republican 
candidates who are running for their 
first term*, as they will b*. If success¬ 
ful to-morrow, the Republican nomi¬ 
nees In the same districts and counties 
two years hence, when Senator Hanna 
stands for re-election. The two Ohio 
Senators have appeared repeatedly on 
the same platform and co-operated 
with Chairman Dick for both the State 
and legislative tickets. 

The vote to-morrow will be compared 
with that for Governor two years ago. 
when 920.872 votes were cast, and Gov. 
Nash. Republican, had a plurality of 
49,023 over John R McLean, Democrat. 
Two years ago 106.721 vbts* were cast 
for Mayor Jones, of Toledo, nonpartisan 
candidate, and 16,063 votes for other 
minor candidate* The latter will be 
about the same to-morrow. The Jones 
vote of 1*99 will materially affect the 
comparisons, especially In Cleveland 
and Toledo, as Jones then carried. b>th 
Cuyahoga and Lucas counties. In 1899 
there were 3.109 precincts In the State. 
This year th**re are 3.234 precincts. Both 
side* to-night repeat their previous 
claims. 


Rival Police Forces May Be Sent To 
the Poll*. 

Denver. Col.. Nov. 4.—Both the Demo¬ 
cratic and Republican party leaders to¬ 
night express confidence in the result of 
to-morrow’s election. The Democrats 
control several of the county olficee. 
The Sheriff, however, supports rhe Re¬ 
publican ticket, and it is asserted that 
he will appoint a large number of 
deputies for duty at the polls, while, on 
the other hand, th* Fire and Police 
Board, composed of Democrats, is 
charged with appointing a large force 
of special policemen to counteract the 
action of the Sheriff. Two years ago 
a collision occurred between t'he police 
and the Deputy Sheriffs, in whict* sev¬ 
eral men were killed and wounded, and 
similar trouble is expected this yoar If 
the same tactics are followed.

While the British Ambassador and 
the Secretary of State were in confer¬ 
ence, Rear Admiral Walker, chairman 
of the Isthmian Canal Commission, was 
raking the preliminary steps necessary 
to tall a meeting of the commission to 
finally pass upon its report. The body 
Is called to meet here November 12. It 
will recommend the construction of the 
canal over the Nicaraguan route, and 
will estimate the cost of the enterprise 
at $200,000,000. 


Preliminaries All Arranged. 


This has been the most important day 
in the history of the Isthmian canal 
question. Before Ambassador Choate 
left London on leave of absence he ad¬ 
vised Secretary Hay that an agreement 
had been reached on all points of differ¬ 
ence with the British Government re¬ 
garding the canal convention, and while 
Lord Pauncefote was thus anticipated, 
his message to the Secretary to-day 
was none the less acceptable and im¬ 
portant.

FOR ASIATIC-TURKEY. 


Declares That Great Britain Is Bound 
By Treaty To Oppose French 
Demands. 


Lord Pauncefote assured Mr. Hay 
that he Is provided with such extensive 
authority that it will not even be nec¬ 
essary to cable to London the text of 
the copy of the convention, which Is 
now being prepared by the State De¬ 
partment from the protocols hitherto 
agreed upon. As soon as the two copies 
are engrossed the signature of the con¬ 
vention will occur. No date has yet 
been fixed, nor is there any disposition 
on the part of the Administration to 
unduly hasten this event. 

Both governments are agreed upon 
every detail, In fact of every word, of 
the new treaty. The notes and views 
which have been exchanged are, of 
course, not as binding as would be the 
formal treaty, but the authorities say 
they have so clearly defined the posi¬ 
tions of the two governments and es¬ 
tablished such absolute agreement that 
•there ia no reason to apprehend that 
any new diplomatic obstacle will arise. 


Paris, Nov. 5.—“The Porte has asked 
Great Britain.” says the Constanti¬ 
nople correspondent of the Echo de 
Paris. ”to fulfill the terms of the con¬ 
vention of 1878 whereby, In exchange 
for the island of Cyprus. Greut Brit¬ 
ain guarantees the integrity of the Sul¬ 
tan’s Asiatic possessions. 

"The Porte claims under this con¬ 
vention that Great Britain should pro¬ 
tect Aslatic-Turkey against attack by 
France ana suggests that Great Brit¬ 
ain should send a squadron to the 
Levant for that purpose.”

AND ALLOW FRESH LOANS. 


Sir Michael-Hicks Beach Prepares British Public 
For Another Draft—John Morley Sees 
Real Danger Ahead. 


London, Nov. 4.—What Is regarded as 
an Important announcement, preparing 
the people of Great Britain for new 
taxes and fresh loans. w*as made to¬ 
night by the Chancellor of the Ex¬ 
chequer, Sir Michael HIcks-Beach. In a 
speech at Bristol. After alluding to the 
enormous increase in the ordinary ex¬ 
penditures of the Government, be re¬ 
viewed the war taxes and said that the 
ever-increasing demand of the national 
exchequer gave reason# for careful 
thought and even anxiety for the future. 


“The cost of the war in South Africa 
is enormous,” said Sir Michael. “It 
still drags. It may be, when next year 
comes, that I may have to ask the peo¬ 
ple of this country to bear even greater 
burdens and to mAke even greater rac- 
rlfices.”

The law on this subject has been 
Carefully gone over and H. Is the opinion 
of legal advice that there Is redress.

It it as follows: 

’’Unquestionablv the Kentucky stat¬ 
utes declare that any person who by 
himself, or ir. aid of others, shall forci¬ 
bly attempt to prevent any qualified 
voter from giving his vole, shall be 
fired from 150 to 1500. or Imprisoned not 
more than n year. 

“To threaten a voter with arrest Is 
forcibly attempting to prevent him 
from voting, within the meaning of the 
statute. Any legal voter thus threatened 
can take out a wajrant for the arrest 
of th£ persona so doing and those In¬ 
stigating him to make the threat. 
Moreover, should the threat be execut¬ 
ed, the voter would have action against 
all parties connected therewith for 
damages for false arrest.** 

Other attorneys have construed the 
law as has Judge Richards, and the 
Democrats propose to see that it is en¬ 
forced If violated. However, It Is the 
general opinion that the Republicans 
are simply trying to work a *'blufr* 
with a hope that many people will be 
kept from the polls. They have devised 
many schemes In this campaign to 
frighten Democrats, but they have been 
so effectually exposed that not mu?l» is 
expected of them at the polls to-day. 
One of their latest tricks was to send 
out notices to those Democrats who 
failed to receive the letters sent out 
last week, stating that they had indis¬ 
putable evidence thru thousands of 
Democrats were Illegally registered and 
that they proposed to challenge them 
at the polls. If they attempt to carry 
this trick into execution, the Demo¬ 
crats will not only endeavor to see that 
those entitled to vote are permitted to 
do so. but will secure evidence against 
the Republicans and prosecute every 
one who had any part In it.

Final Instructions Given. 


Yesterday afternoon the ballot-boxes, 
ballots and stencils were distributed to 
the officers of election and they were 
given their final instructions as to con¬ 
ducting the election, the opening and 
closing of the polls. Extra stencils were 
distributed among the election clerks, 
so If the originals were stolen others 
could be immediately supplied without 
delaying the voting. An index to the 
election law was also given each clerk. 
It was In printed form and called atten¬ 
tion to the most important sections of 
the law. including affidavits by voters, 
count of ballots after polls close, hours 
of election, challengers, delivering of 
ballot by voter to Judge, ballot not 
voted, blind and disabled persons, resi¬ 
dence of voter and questions to be asked, 
residence and citizenship and questions 
to be asked, inspectors, certificates of 
officers/ on stub book, sheriff s duty at 
polls when officers disagree and foreign¬ 
ers. The election officers are provided 
with copies of the election law, and 
Should any disputes arise as to the qual¬ 
ifications of a voter, the law can be cited 
Very quickly and the question settled. 
This precautionary measure was adopt, 
ed to prevent unnecessary delays and at 
the same time give every man ques¬ 
tioned a right to prove whether he is en¬ 
titled to vote.

Activity Among Democrats. 


Th* 1 Democrats were quite active yes¬ 
terday in making arrangements to get 
out the full vote to-day. Every effort 
will be made to get every registered 
Democrat to the polls some time during 
the day. No effort will be spared to 
prevent fraud, and if it is discovered 
the perpetrator will be Immediately ar¬ 
rested. The police have been Instructed 
to take no part In the election, and those 
officers detatled at the polls will be re¬ 
quired to remain fifty feet away from 
the voting places, preserve order and 
assist the officers of election in conduct.

All Business In London Suspended, 
and Buses Are Blockaded In 
Congested Streets.

Their Evidence Barred. 


London. Nov. 4 —A fog such ns Great 
Britain had not experienced for years 
enveloped London and half of the Unit¬ 
ed Kingdom to-day, blockading ship¬ 
ping. deranging railways and throwing 
business In London. Birmingham and 
other provincial cities Into confusion. 

So dense was It that a w*alk into the 
streets was an adventure. The fog de¬ 
scended upon the metropolis and 
suburb* so thickly that between 4 and 5 
o'clock In the afternoon the principal 
avenues of traffic resembled the eteam- 
room of a Turkish bath. 

Hundreds of thousands of London’* 
suburban population vainly endeavored 
to grope their way to the railway sta¬ 
tions. The few who succeeded found 
trains all stalled. 

Around Trafalgar Square and the 
house* of Parliament scenes unparallel¬ 
ed for years were witnessed. Hundreds 
of omnibuses, cabs, carts and wagons 
formed an Inextricable nnd immovable 
mass. The mounted police. In trying to 
clear away the Jam, lost themselves. 
Many vehicles were In collision. The 
driver?, not knowing where they were, 
stood at their horses* heads patiently 
awaiting the lifting of the fog bank. 

Lanterns were at a premium, news¬ 
boys transformed their paper* Into tern- 
porary torches. highwaymen pursued 
their vocation, casualties were frequent 
and even hardened Londoners freely ex¬ 
pressed a dread of the continuation of 
such fogs as to-day reached a climax. 

A man named I^uwombe entered the 
Kenrdngton branch of the lymdon and 
Southwestern Bank and shot the cash¬ 
ier dead. He then called upon the clerks 
to deliver the contents of the till. A 
clerk grappled with the robber who.

Several theaters were obliged 
to dose for the evening on account of 
the fog. 

In addition to the outrage at the Ken 
sington branch of the London nnd 
Southwestern Bank which occurred at 
4 o'clock when the fog was densest, 
several small street robberies have 
been reported, many victims being 
stunned by sandbags.

IS AT FORT THOMAS. 


Jacksonville, Fla., Nov. 4.—[Special.] 
—The Florida orange season la now 
fairly open. The movement of the 
fruit begun in earnest about a week 
ago and has Fteadlly Increased. The 
height of the season will not be reached 
for several weeks, when the fruit, for 
which Florida Is famous, will be at Its 
perfection. Up to this time there has 
been more or less greenness and Imma¬ 
turity In most of the fruit shipped, but 
from now on ripe and luscious oranges 
will find their way Into the markets, 
north and west. 

The outlook this reason Is for one of 
the most profitable crops for many 
years. The seasons for the past few 
years since the big freeze have been 
fairly satisfactory as to prices, while 
the fruiting of the trees has fully real¬ 
ized all that the most hopeful grower 
could wish. More trees are In bearing 
this year than ever before since the 
freeze In 18S5, ami It Is predicted that 
their product will prove finer In every 
waf. The transportation companies 
are looking forward to a considerable 
Increased business as compared with 
last year. Indead, the greater volume 
Is already “in sight,” and will be forth¬ 
coming if no disaster befalls the crop, 
and there Is not now the Slightest rea¬ 
sons for apprehending anything of the 
sort. As usual the Florida oranges are 
leading the markets ev. n now in the 
matter of prices. The supply has never 
yet approached the limit of demand, 
and It is safe to say that for many 
years to come this country will gladly 
absorb all the oranges that Florida can 
supply. 

The opening of the orange season is 
also the forerunner of the opening of 
the Florida tourist season. Usually 
when the oranges are plentiful and fine 
the tourists are numerous, nnd the 
peninsular State draws profit from boih 
pources. The Indications are that this 
season both “crops’* w;ll be large and 
profitable, alike to grow'er and “hotel- 
keeper.” 

For some time after the big freeze 
the growers were so dlrcouraged that 
few had the courage to start anew’. 
But new groves were sot out, old ones 
were renovated and cleared out and in 
five years afterward the first crop was 
marketed. The “frost line.” that fam¬ 
ous but elusive spot, north of which it 
was unsafe to plant orange trees, has 
been moved further south, and now the 
bulk of the fruit is raised in counties 
south of Orange county, In the central 
southern portion of the State* on the 
OA*t coast nnd on the w'est and south¬ 
western counties. The crop this season 
promises to he fully 1.250.000 to 1.300,000 
boxes, according to the best Informed 
railroad agents who have made this a 
study. The new groves are bearing 
well and the trees are looking thrifty. 
The prices so far have averaged $1 to 
$1.25 a box on the tree, the growers ns 
a rule selling this way this year. In 
preference to shipping themselves. Pos¬ 
sibly over a fourth of the crop was 
purchased during the summer, as com¬ 
mission men had agents throughout the 
State from August until October, look¬ 
ing over the fruit prospects end bar¬ 
gaining for the fruit. 

Next season. If nothing happens and 
the groves continue to do ns well, the 
output ought to be fully 1,800,000 boxes.

J. T. LARKIN CLAIMED THAT HE

De Forrester Was Blocks Away, How¬ 
ever, When the Shooting 
Occurred. 


J. T. Larkin claims that he shot and 
mortally wounded William De Forrest¬ 
er and Mr. De Forrester says that he 
was not Injured. Larkin says that the 
shooting took place at the Tenth-street 
depot at 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
and Mr. De Forrester says that he was 
at home eating supper at that hour. 

The friends of Larkin are wondering 
at his strange tale of a fight and mur¬ 
der.

A few minutes after 5 o'clock Larkin 
pushed open the jail door and stepped 
Into the lobby. He was excited, his 
face was flushed and there was a trem¬ 
or In his voice as he said, "I shot Bill 
De Forrester to plecea and I want to 
surrender myself." 

"Where did you kill him?" Turnkey 
Jacob AHes asked. 

"At the Tenth-street depot," replied 
Larkin. "We had some trouble a few 
days ago. I was looking after some 
negro convicts that had registered and 
he Interfered. He did the same thing 
this afternoon and I shot him." 

"Is he dead?" 

"Well. If you think that I ever miss 
you ask about me at Frankfort. They'll 
tell you."

The Corpse Was Very Lively. 


Capt. Bright was summoned from 
Central Police station. He was sur¬ 
prised when he was told of the wound¬ 
ing of De Forrester, as Patrolman Lud¬ 
wig. who watches at the depot, had 
not reported It. He telephoned and the 
answer was that there had been no 
fight -at the depot. 

"Well, look around the building. This 
man says that he shot De Forrester, and 
he ought to know." Ludwig looked In 
every comer of the building, but he 
could not find a wounded man. 

Meanwhile the story that De Forrester 
was dead spread all over the city. De 
Forrester waa for several years a de¬ 
tective. Recently he has been doing 
private detective work and has figured 
In the present campaign as a Repub¬ 
lican. 

The police attempted to locate him 
and failed. His wife heard the story 
and was badly frightened. De Forrester 
had the report tipped off to him as he 
was on his way to his home on Morton 
avenue. 

All this time the friends of Larkin 
were trying to have him released on 
bond When searched no pistol was 
found. 

"Oh. 1 gave that away," he said. 

At this Juncture the police telephoned 
to De Forrester’s house and found that 
he was unhurt and had no complaint to 
make against Larkin. The prisoner was 
therefore discharged at 6.30 o'clock He 
walked up Jefferson street toward 
Fourth avenue, and when last seen was 
still under the Impression that he had 
shot De Forrester. 

Larkin Is well known In Louisville. 
For twenty-five years he was a guard at 
the Frankfort penitentiary and many of 
the Louisville visitors have met him.

THE CORNERSTONE IS LAID. 


QOARRYMEN HAVE A NARROW

TRAIN BREAKS IN TWO. 


Col. R. A. Hamilton, Promoter of the 
Toledo and Chicago Transfer 
Railway, Is Dead. 


HAUGHVILLE STRIKERS OUT. 


Mitchell, Ind., Nov. 4.—[Special.]— 
The laying of the corner-stone of the 
Lehigh Portland Cement Plant here to¬ 
day marked a new epoch In the history 
of Mitchell. It was a gnla day, and 
the town was in holiday attire. The 
parade, headed by the Mitchell Cadet 
Band, followed by Uniform Rank 
Knights of Pythias, Masonic order, Odd 
Fellows* Lodge. G. A. R., citizens, city 
and township schools formed a double 
column over a half mile long and 
marched to the plant where the laying 
of the corner-stone took place with ap¬ 
propriate exercises. The principal 
speakers were Congressman R. W. 
Miers, Senator Joe Ralph Burton, of 
Kansas, a former Mitchell man, the 
Hon. Ira Batman, of Bloomington, and 
John W. Edwards, attorney, of this 
city. The main building where the 
corner-stone was placed will be 550 feet 
long, 112 feet wide and 35 feet high. It 
will be built of concrete and Iron by 
the American Bridge Company. The 
entire plant will be gigantic In size, 
covering twenty-one acres of land—em¬ 
ploying 350 men. being In operation 
both day and night, using 150 tons of 
coal dally. It will require 200 men nine 
months to erect the buildings, which 
will mostly be made of concrete and 
Iron. The erection of the plant will 
Involve an expenditure of a half million 
dollars, all buildings being fire-proof. 

The dally capacity will be 2,200 bar¬ 
rels. 

The company is composed of capital¬ 
ists from Allentown, Pa. who are high¬ 
ly elated over the excellent quality of 
cement that can be produced from 
Mitche! stone. The following persons 
have charge of the plant: Superintend¬ 
ent.

According to Mrs. Chartrand, 
her husbnnd handed her a thlrty-two- 
callber revolver to protect herself. 

"I don’t know how to use It." she de¬ 
clares she said, and he, according to her 
story, raised the hammer. She had the 
the revolver In her hand when she put 
her arms around*his neck to kiss him 
good-by. At that moment the revolver 
went off. she says, and Chartrand fell 
to the floor. Th© bullet entered his head 
nbovc the loft ear and went through his 
brain. 

Mrs. Chartrand hurried for Dr. Zen- 
neck. When they returned together an 
ambulance had arrived from St. Mary's 
Hospital. Chartrand died In the hospital 
©levator while being taken to the surgic¬ 
al ward. 

The police found tw*o cartridge shells 
which they say were freshly discharged, 
and they say this Is a point against the 
explanation offered by Mrs. Chartrand, 
as she spoke of only one shot being fired.

On the tenth day of next month the 
farmers of Waldo and Kennebec coun¬ 
ties will celebrate the centennial of 
John Grant’s birth by holding meet¬ 
ings In several towns and otherwise 
honoring the memory of a man who 
was looked upon as a harmless crank 
while he was alive and to whom fame 
esme long years after he was dead. 
The story goes that Grant was the son 
of an Irish soldier who deserted from 
the British ar?ny during the Revolu¬ 
tion War and married a half-breed In¬ 
dian squaw, from which union many of 
the Grants in the East are said to have 
descended. The elder Grant was part 
lumberman, part farmer and more than 
half hunter, getting a precarious living 
from many callings and dying a week 
after he received notice that a pen¬ 
sion had been granted him for his serv¬ 
ices in the War of 1812. John Grant, 
the son, inherited more than 1,000 acres 
of land and a lot of bad habits from 
his father, and was going the pace that 
kills when a Methodist exhorter came 
along and gathered him into the 
church, after which event he continued 
to lead a godly life until the duy of his 
death. 

John Grant's only claim to fame lies 
in the fact that he Invented a new 
breed of apples In the days when he 
was given over to sin. Most new and 
desirable varieties of apples are pro¬ 
duced by planting the seeds of the nat¬ 
ural fruit, and selecting the best re¬ 
sult of many plantings as the tree from 
which scions should be cut Grunt's 
method of begetting & new fruit was 
wholly different from anything that 
was then known, because he may be 
said to have whittled out hla apple tree 
with a pocket knife, thereby performing 
a feat that even Nature at her best 
bad never attempted. About 200 acres 
of Grant's farm was In orchards, w hich 
yielded him great quantities of rider, 
for which there was a good market. 
He could grow and harvest all the sour 
fruit he cared to use but when he tried 
to raise sweet apples, of which he was 
very* fond, the sailors who went past 
the foot of his orchard on coasting 
schooners, walked In by night arid stole 
every sweet apple as fast as it was fit 
to eat. often breaking down the trees 
In their haste to secure as many as 
possible. 

Grant tried shotguns, steel traps, bull¬ 
dogs and many kinds of profanity with¬ 
out effect. Then, after enduring many 
disappointments for five or six years, 
he swore a big «mh that he would 
build an apple that should fool the 
sailors and enable him to have some 
sweet fruit to put in hi® cellar for the 
winter. As the Methodist clergyman had 
not arrived at that time, he took the 
widest liberty of speech and thou* who 
heard him said he w-ent the full limit. 

The Indian blood In his veins had 
made Grant quick of observation ami 
enabled him to learn things about na¬ 
ture that are concealed from most men. 
He w'as led to believe that If he could 
spilt a scion from a sweet tree and an¬ 
other ecion from n sour tree In halves, 
and place the half of a sweet scion 
against the half of a sour scion and 
make them fit to exactly that both sides 
would live If they were Inserted In a 
healthy stock, he would produce a fruit 
that was sour on one side and sweet 
on the other. 

On trying the experiment he found 
that such a result was not possible 
from the terminal bud of the twin scion, 
but all Hhr*>ts furth»r down the graft 
w'ould yield sweet fruit un one side and 
mur on the other. Though the terminal 
hud Is hard to make live, so hard that 
the end scion Is usually cast aside. 
Grant was successful In about one trial 
out of ten. and when his sour-and- 
aweett apples were Poind growing In 
the orchard, the builder of tho fruit 
was pronounced as one possessed of 
Satan, and shunned by the truly good 
a® if he lmd been an emissary from the 
pit. 

Though Grant had proved his theory 
and astonished the neighborhood, he had 
not accomplished his object. He argued 
that pallors who stole apples In the dark 
mad© their selection by tasting the fruit, 
and thAt as a man naturally plucked an 
apple from a tree by grasping the fruit 
from the top near its Junction with the 
stem, it w'rs obvlcus that he would make 
his first bite Into the email or bUssom 
end. If ihe test proved the apple to be 
sour the tree would be left alone. Other¬ 
wise It would be stripped. In making an 
apple that was half sweet and ba'f s ur. 
both qualities running in vertical lines 
down the fruit he had reduced the dan¬ 
ger from thieves by 50 per cent. The 
question now was to make an apple that 
should be sour at the blossom end and 
sweet at the stem. 

As It was obvious that such an apple 
wca Impossible he set about the con¬ 
struction of a fruit In which the sweet 
and sour should be ircllncd to th<ir com¬ 
mon axis In such a way that while one 
side should be acid and the other sac¬ 
charine, the sour should overlap the 
blossom ©nd. where the test was always 
mad©, and the sweet should have a mo¬ 
nopoly of the upper half, f It took him 
six years to accomplish the work Winn 
It was done and his orchard w’a® graft¬ 
ed to mjur-and-sweet apples the sailors 
went to other orchard* for their fruit, 
giving Grant time to attend prayer- 
meetlTiga. where he became acquainted 
with the clergyman who wrought hla re¬ 
form Indeed, Grant always declared 
that his conversation was directly due 
to his ability to produce an apple that 
was proof against the sailors, because 
not only did the absence of thieves en¬ 
able him to go to the prayer-meetings, 
but It was a fact that a man who cou!d 
not swear had no business with an or¬ 
chard Infested with noeturnai thieves. 

From the day of hla conversion Grant 
led a Godly and upright fife, cutting his 
apples In two diagonally, eating the 
sweet half and turning the sour section 
into cider, from which It took its way 
to the vinegar barrel. In 1S56, learning 
that a New York pomologlst had man¬ 
ufactured an apple that was half sour 
and half sweet, he applied to the 
United States Patent Office for papers 
to protect him In his right of prior dis¬ 
covery; but the examiner, learning that 
Grant's Invention hod been in use 
among the orchards of Maine for a 
score of years, refused the petition. Af¬ 
ter Grant's death the sour-and-sweet 
apples continued to hold a high place 
among Maine fruit, though the Bald¬ 
wins and Greenings brought better 
prices. Ten years ago, when Maine 
dealers began to ship apples to Liver¬ 
pool. a Prospect farmer put up fifty 
barrels of Grant's invention as a ven¬ 
ture. Word came back inside of a 
month to send all the sour-nnd-sw eet 
fruit that could be found, as it was Just 
the kind that Englishmen wanted. 
Since then Grant's apples have brought 
a half crown more on the barrel than 
any other variety, and all the big ur- 
chardtsta are grafting their trees to fill 
|$>e growing demand.

Mr. Carnegie and the Canal. 

Mr Andrew Carnegie, capitalist and 
philanthropist, expresses tb* opinion 
that the Nicaragua cannal cannot be 
built, and that. If built. It cannot be 
v orked, 

It Is pretty generally conceded that 
Mr. Carnegie understands the Iron and 
eteel bustnerts. He has also given proof 
of ability to form great Industrial com 
bln a lions that exercise much influence 
upon production and prices. Whether 
he Is equally well Informed upon the 
question of Interoceanic waterways Is 
not apparent, but the probability is tho 
he Is not. At all events, thete ate j 
great many person* who have made u 
special study of canal* wtv* differ from 
him radically. 

The task nf connecting tin* Atlantic 
an ! Pacitlc oceans by a canal is admit 
ted to be one of great magnitude. It 
1* a!**: one of difficulty. In the sense 
that It requires a vast outlay of money 
and a great deal of work. The labor 
©an be readily had when there Is some 
body able and willing to pay for it 
So the question resolves itself into one 
©f raising the neceasary amount of 
money It can hardty be denied that 
the United .Slat*** Government ran bor 
row on It* bonds all the money needed 
if It shall decide to do s>. That de 
elsion has not ye: been formally made 
though It Is clear that public sentiment 
la now' unquestionably In favor of the 
project. The legion* of th:* Spanish 
War and the changed conditions it ef 
feettd crtv'crted a great mar y who 
were previously opposed to i;, and other 
circumstance* hive given the enterprise 
a new aspect 


Tagging Woolen Fabrics. 

Efforts to make everybody happy by 
the simple expedient of passing laws for 
the purpose are subject to many discour¬ 
agements. It often Impens that the laws ( 
do not work as was expected, but that 
does not have the effect of convincing 
these advocates that there are case* 
which the law* do not reach. On the 
contrary, they are more thun ever c-f tb». 
opinion that law is the proper remedy, 
only that they have not enough cf It. 

The high tar*ff on wool and woolens 
Imposed by the act of 1$97, otherwise 
known a* the Dir,grey law, was a sort of 
compromise between the woo!-grower! 
and the manufacturers of wool. The 
manufacturers do not desire to ray high 
prices for their taw wool, but the grow¬ 
ers have repeatedly told them that free 
wool means free woolens, and by parity 
of reasoning a low tariff on woo! means 
low rate on woolen fabrics also. The 
manufacturers g *t all they wanted so 
far a* protection to their products !* 
concerned, and the rates on raw w »ot 
were put very high. The tax on the fab¬ 
ric* helped to shut out foreign woolen*, 
but the tax «n wool also added much to 
the cost of domestic woolen*. 

What was expected of this legislation? 
The wool-grower* expected to reduce the 
importation of wool, and that has hap¬ 
pened. The manufacturers expec.ed to 
reduce the Imp- nation of woolen fab¬ 
ric*. and that also has been a*. om- 
pliahed. Are they both happy? It must 
be admitted that they are not. It was 
all right that the manufacturer* should 
use less imported wool if they used more 
of domestic produciion. This last they 
could only do if the production increased, 
for they were already using practically 
all the home product. But It waf, hoped 
that under the stimulus of high prices 
the production of raw wool would great¬ 
ly increase. The consumption uf wool 
was expected to remain as great as be¬ 
fore. only more of It would be domett c. 
which Increase would take the place f 
so much foreign wool. 

These expectaUona have not been real¬ 
ised The prices of domestic wools have 
not been kept as high as ,va« h> ped. 
Secretary North, of the Wool Growers* 
Association, finds that the consumption 
of woo! per capita has decreased very 
considerably In a few years, though the 
times have been prosperous enough to 
permit people to buy as many woolen 
good* as they ever did. If able and will¬ 
ing to pay the price. But In fact they 
are not buying them, and the reason as¬ 
signed Is that the manufacturer* are 
acting In bad faith. Instead of using 
wool they are making their “all-wool’* 
goods (so-called) out of cotton and shod¬ 
dy. It is quit* 4 true that they did this 
before to some extent, but they must be 
doing so now to a much larger Extent. 
They say that they must meet the de¬ 
mand for low-priced goods and so must 
must use more cotton, or shoddy, which 
1* woo! that ha* been used before and 
make* no new demand upon the ehfep 
Do the vvool-giowet* accept this r*^ 
suit as showing that there Is a point be¬ 
yond which price* cannot be maintained 
by legislation? Not at all. It simply 
impel* them to demand more legislation. 
They now a.sk the passage of a law that 
will require all manufacturers of goods 
pretending to be woolen* to b«* tagged In 
such a way a* to show precisely what 
they contain. The tailors arid others 
who make up such cloth must lag the 
garments ir. the same way and the** 4 
tag* must appear upon the clothing 
when delivered or offered for sale. 

This, of course, would be a goed d»-at 
of trouble, but that does not at ab dis¬ 
turb the man who ask this leglsi&'l >n. 
It would certainly enabl* the careful 
buyer to ascertain what he get* for his 
money. But It I* dcubtful If It would 
Increase the consumption of wool. Prac. 
tlcat men understand tiiat there Is a 
limit to what any sort of traffic will 
bear. When you pass that point con¬ 
sumption fall* olT so much ns to destroy 
the advantage of the flight r price ob- 
tttltt*-d. When pure Woolen goods arj 


taught the managers the necessity of 
reducing unnecessary expense* by 
means uf better tracks and bigger 
train loads sud in every other way pos¬ 
sible. TIb* result bus been that enor¬ 
mous sums have been spent In what 
arc technically known as “better- | 
men:*.** so that while freight rates 
have declined the enormous volume of 
tonnage has afforded a satisfactory 
margin of profit. The Improvements 
have been continued In the present 
period of prosperity wlih such a re¬ 
duction of updating cost and such con¬ 
servatism In the distribution of profit* j 
that it would require a period of gen- | 
ulnely hard times to make It Impossible i 
to pay the currem rate of dividend*. 

The Pennsylvania Itself Is a conspic¬ 
uous example of money spent to Im¬ 
prove the property rather than paid out 
to the st*»ckholders. The policy of the 
directory has been voiced In the declar¬ 
ation thut when It ceases to increas** 
Its business the future has nothing 
more to promise. In consequence It 
has not only been strengthening Its 
own lines but it has been buying up 
controlling Interests In other roads. 
The Baltimore and Ohio and the Nor¬ 
folk and Western are conspicuous In¬ 
stances, both of Which are now prac¬ 
tically a part of the Pennsylvania sys¬ 
tem. and from bankrupt* have been 
made dividend payer*. The purchase 
of the Pennsylvania Steel Company Is 
another proof of this great trunk line s 
determination to secure Itself against 
any possible loss of business. 

Th»* increase In both gross and net 
earnings has been a full vindication of 
the company’s policy. For August on 
the lines east of Pittsburg and Erie 
the gross earning* were $8,388,161 
agalnm 7.401.961. snd for July and Au¬ 
gust were $16,010,056 against $14,192,056. 
On lines west of Pittsburg there was a 
further addition In July of $801,500 In 
gross and $393,200 In net. What la still 
more important Is that these gains 
« came on top cf large Increases In pre- 
. ceding years. From January 1 to July 
, 31 the gross earnings for the lines east 
! of Pittsburg were $52,452,508 as com¬ 
pared with $47,611,406 In the same period 
of 1900; with $39,230,606 in 1899; with 
$;:6,525.t»06 In 1S9S. and $35,069,906 In 1897. 
For the earnings for the thre** months 
since July there are no data, but the 
lines east of Pittsburg earned almost 
| half as much In July and August as 
j they earned In six months In 1897. 

What Is still more remarkable Is that 
earnings continue to grow with all rail¬ 
roads. Thus for fifty-live railroads, re¬ 
porting for the third week of October, 
there was an average gain of 11.5$ per 
cent. For September the Atchison ad¬ 
ded $625,675 to Us gross, and $432,691 to 
Us net; the Northern Pacific $860,061 to 
gross and $470,068 to net; th^Kt. Paul, 
$422,032 to gross and $138,572 to net; the 
Union Pacific, $183,966 to gross and 
$226,171 to net; Canadian Pacific, $600,- 
582 to gross and $294,032 to net. These 
are representative roads In all parts of 
the country and show that business Is 
keeping up as well us the most optim¬ 
istic could have hoped. The railroads 
evidently expect It to keep up.and their 
manager* have facilities foi Informa¬ 
tion that no other financiers possess.

The projectors of this proposed congres¬ 
sional commurtty of intete-f* poirv . u th 
fact the strongest opj*osit!on to reciproc¬ 
ity hitherto has corne from New England 
and Pennsylvania, which »ection* have

“Francesca da Rimini*' back to t-te s'age. 
The product'on is on* of rare beauty and 
massive proportions. Its setting Illumine 
the tragedy’s unfolding, giving seeming 
r**ullty to the Illusion of clime and time, 
and forming the rightful background for 
the march of pomp am) ceremony, the 
germing flower and death of unhallowed 
love, th** play of hate and malice and the 
crucifixion of h knightly heart. Further¬ 
more. there is addrd the fine effort of a 
company of notable players, whose acting, 
If not tuned to that higher strain that 
runs through Mr. Skinner's Line lotto, 
utters no Jarring note. The revival will 
piny a memorable part In creating truer 
standard* of literary and dramatic Judg¬ 
ment on the part of those to whon tha 
stage looks for its support. For what he 
Imis done oqd Is now* Uftlng, Mr. Skinner Is 
owed a debt of gratitude not to be lightly 
accounted. 

Physically Mr Skinner haa not made 
his Lanelotto repulsive. There la rather 
the hint lhat God h§s not fashioned this 
hero as other men rather than the pitiless 
display of deformity. In this. Mr. Skituter 
gains for th© character an increased, If 
unthinking, sympathy, which to that ex¬ 
tent withholds palliation for FYancesca'a 
•In. 

The dramatic quality and value of his 
exposition Is dominant and commanding, 
but underlying th't Is a conviction and 
alncerky which com© only from Intimate 
assoc ration and clear perception on the 
part of the actor of the gr-atn*** and 
Iftauty of the soul of the man he causes 
to live once more before hi» audieno*. 
Perfection of training, complete gra.-p of 
detail, a voice that brings response with 
each changing cadence. Are. imagination, 
all are present In Mr. Skinner's detone- 
ment. His great moments come In Land- 
otto's bitter outcry to Puola against the 
coward four of the world's scorn, In the 
scene of fury at the church. In the swift 
half-scornful, half-pitying regret that 
comes when he Is slain, and In the Anal 
scene dread Justice and the heart-broken 
knowledge thut death and aln cannot un¬ 
link his heart from the brother who had 
betrayed him These passages In Mr. Skin¬ 
ner’s portrayal were exalted In nature and 
masterful In their verity, sweep and in 
tensity. 

Miss Van Dresser’s personal interest 
makes her Francesca one of rare physi¬ 
cal charm.

INDIANA’S DISGRACE. 


The first chance to Judge of the aWUty 


lYndlunapoll* Sentinel.) 

It is unnecessary to multiply words in 
characterising the action of Gov. Durbin 
In refusing to honor the requisitions for 
Taylor and Finley, the men Indicted by a 
Kentucky grand Jury for complicity in the 
murder of William Goebel, late Governor 
of that State. It la not possible. Indeed, 
to And language adequate for the occa¬ 
sion. and we shall make no effort to do 
so. 

The Sentinel has fully and freely dis¬ 
cussed the questions Involved in this mat¬ 
ter. stating the facts so far us they were 
known impartially and temperately, and 
demanding simply th*<r the Governor of 
Indiana perform his plain duty in the 
premises, aa defined by the Constitution 
of the United Slates. The Sentinel has 
not prejudged the cases of Taylor and 
Finley. It does not know, and does not 
pretend to know 4 whether they are guilty 
or Innocent of the crimes of which they 
stand accused. It does know' tlm they 
were duly Indicted for these crlrpvs by a 
grand Jury, regularly Impaneled In ac¬ 
cordance with the faws of Kentucky, 
which are practically Identical with tha 
law* of Indiana and all other State* on 
this subject. The natural and. of course, 
the legal presumption la that there was 
sufficient evidence before the grand Jury 
to Indicate the probable guilt of those 
men or they would not have been Indicted. 
Their action In precipitately flying from 
their State. «nd the t-«tlmony given by 
ex-Gov. Bradley, the Republican leader of 
Kentucky. In the trials of their alleged 
confederates do not tend to strengthen tho 
theory of tbelr innocence. 8tlU. a* with 
every American citizen accused of crime, 
tne legal presumption of their Innocence 
run* until they are proved guilty bryoml 
a reasonable doubt. 

Th*»re has never been any good reason 
to doubt—th**re certainly Is non© now — 
that these men would have fair trial* 
In the courts of Kentucky. Perfect p^e.ce 
and quiet prevail «)1 over that State. Four 
men Implicated In the Goebel conspiracy 
have already b©*n tried. One was ac¬ 
quitted. two w'ere convicted, but wnro 
granted n^w trials by the Court of Ap¬ 
peals, the supreme Judicial tribunal of 
the State, a majority of the membership 
of which, by the way, is Republican. On 
his second trial Powers has now bem 
convicted. That Taylor and Finley, If 
taken to Kentucky under the requisition*, 
would be fully protected hi all their legal 
right* nobody can donht who stops to 
think that the people of that Stutc have, 
the same laws, the ram© Institutions, the 
same respect for authority and the earn • 
wholesome regard for the legal rights of 
the Individual «s the people of Indiana 
ha ve. 

We regret exceedingly that Gov. Dur¬ 
bin Has allowed himself to be Intimidated 
ard coerced by brutal and unscrupulous 
partisans into violating his sworn duty in 
this matter We regret that he ha- de¬ 
liberately placed a stain upon his nnmtni*. 
tration which time ran never efface; ih*r 
he has deliberately advertised 1minus to 
the world a- a haven for refuge*s from 
Justice, and thus brought shame and dis¬ 
grace upon the State. We believe he 
would have much preferred to respect h s 
oath and do his duty In the premises, and 
it Is lamentable that h- wa» unable to 
withstand the pressure that was brought 
to beat upon him to pursue a contrary' 
course. Although no Indiana Republican 
to our knowledge, has had the manhood 
to stand up and be counted. In this mat¬ 
ter. for truth end Justice and the suprem¬ 
acy of the Itw. w© refuse to believe that 
a majority of the people of Indiana are 
In sympathy with political aasasjtnatlon, 
or that they Indorse the gross affront 
which has ikHi offered to the executive 
and Judicial officer* of our neighboring 
State, and tfirougu them to nit her p^pK 
Indiana will yet be vindicated! And Jus¬ 
tice will yet be done?

Few men. who 
are sail to pain their livelihood by their 
wits, ar* better known in Louisville 
The Mexicans assert that he has been 
at hi* old game-passing checks that 
wore worthless. On last Wednesday he 
had an appointment to appear before the 
1 Sixth Minor court in the Mexican capi¬ 
tal and show why he should not pay a 
board bill alleged to be due. M. Drlvet. 
the proprietor of the Jardin restaurant. 
The hour was 11 o'clock, but by some 
oversight the officials named the same 
hour for his appearance at the Pen¬ 
sion de Caballes de $nln.n and give his 
excuse fc»r passing checks on the Am*-r- 
loan Bank, aggregating 11.850. when he 
, had no funds In the Institution. De 
Bovltz kept neither engagement. The 
official tired of waiting anti a warrant 
for his detention was sworn out. De 
Bov 1 tx was occupying palatial quarters 
at the Hotel Lanz. but when the officer* 
arrived he could not be found. There 
wf;s consternation, and the telegraph 
wires were freeiy us«Al for the remain¬ 
der of the day. De Bovltz was not 
found. 

When he came to Louisville he posc-d 
ar a RounmnUn Count and a doctor of 
languages. When he arrived In Mexico 
he had risen a few grades in royalty, 
for he represented himself as the son of 
the King of Roumania. He was the 
brother of the famous M. de Blowitz. the 
Paris correspondent of the London 
Times, and said that he had at differ¬ 
ent times stirred the world by his lit¬ 
erary productions. In addition he dis¬ 
played large rolls of American green¬ 
backs and the Mexicans became his 

friends. . 

H* was besieged with letters and in¬ 
vitations to attend the functions given 
by society leaders. He went, drank the 
wine. at*- the meats, and afterwards 
'wrote "poetical*.” as he termed them, in 
honor of the occasion. 

And when he announced that he was 
so well pleased with his surroundings 
that he intended to buy a ranch and 
spend the remainder of his days there, 
his friends were pleased. He chose one 
near San Luis Potosl. and the purchase 
price was $7,650. It is claimed that he 
gave a check for the amount. 

When he was at the he.ght of his 
popularity, stories reflecting upon his 
character were circulated. Some of the 
citizens saw them In the American 
papers and one of the articles said that 
De Bovltz knew no more about the prac¬ 
tice of medicine than be did about the 
shoeing of a horse. 

De Bavttx said that it pained him to 
hear the awful stories, and that he 
would prove that he was no Impostor. 
Then he had a sign painted which read: 

* L de Blowltz. Physician and Surgeon. 

He snid that he was not compelled to 
practice medicine for a living, but just 
to prove tha: h*' knew his business h** 
would perform surgical operations. H' 
found a woman with a nasal tile ration, 
and calling several of his friends as wu- 
nesess. he lanced it. His reputation was 
tuad<‘ an*i no one questioned him for 
h while. Then th.- checks were returned. 
It proved the undoing of the doctor, and 
he was forp*H» to fle*' 

One of his favorite pastimes \vm to 
•‘scttl* handsomely" upon his female 
friends. Many of then* believed that 
the United States Treasury would be 
bankrupt if he withdrew his money.

Lexington breeders Take 
Action About Moving 
of Hightli Pole. 


O'BRIEN IMPLICATES OTHERS. 


More Sensations Are Likely To De¬ 
velop From the Lexington Turf 
Scandal. 


THE DETAILED TESTIMONY. 


L EXINGTON, Ky.. Nov. 4.-[Sp«- 
elttl.]—The mass-mcctlng of 
breeder* of thoroughbred homes 
at the Phoenix Hotel here this 
afternoon for the purpose of heating the 
report of the committee appointed at a 
similar meeting last week to inquire Into 
the removal of the three-eighths pole at 
the Kentucky Association track here on 
Thursday. October 24. In order to sell to 
Clarence H. Makay, of New York, a 
yearling colt on a false trial. took an un¬ 
expected step. 

The report of the committee, which 
submitted with It the evidence of the wit¬ 
nesses examined In the rose, was accept¬ 
ed, uod a committee was appointed to 
watch the case for further developments 
and to lay the facts and the evidence be¬ 
fore the Fayette grand Jury. 

An effort on the part of the friends of 
Jack Chinn, of Harrodsburg. and of Phil 
Chinn, of Kingston Stud, to have them 
exonerated was let upon, and MaJ. P. P. 
Johnston, president of the National Trot¬ 
ting Assoc, at Ion. In a speech declared’that 
O’Brien was not alone In the attempt to 
hoodwink Mr. Markay. and that every 
man present knew the contrary to be 
true. 

There appeared to be an Inclination at 
first not .to accept the report, but when 
it was argued that It exonerated no one 
connected with the affair, and that the 
owners of the colt were In no way re¬ 
flected upon, it was adopted.

The meeting was called to order by MaJ. 
Daingergfleld and the report of the com¬ 
mittee read. There was a call for the 
evidence, and Secretary Scott proceeded 
to read first the evidence of trainer Dan 
O’Brien, In which he confessed to having 
the pole moved and declared he wo* to 
split the difference between the price to 
be paid Engman and Wllkerson for the 
colt and what Mackay paid for him. and 
also that he told Phil Chinn that there 
would have to be some cheat.ng done.. 

Then Phil Chinn’s testimony was read. 
In which he contradicted O’Brien's state, 
mont nnd declared himself Innocent of 
any wrongdoing. The testimony of Jock 
Chinn was also read, together with a tele, 
gram alleged to have been sent him by 
Trainer Hill, and which was regarded 
with a degree of suspicion because it was 
dated In New' York on October 24, the day 
on which HHI was In Lexington and was 
s.gned by Hill, who was the trainer sent 
be re by Mr. Mackay to examine the colt. 
Following is a copy of the message; 

’Oct. 24, 101.—Col. Jack Chinn: Make 
•ure three-eighths pole is in proper place. 
Mr. Mackay will not be home until Tues¬ 
day. Hold things until then 

”C. F. HILL.” 

Mr. Chinn In hla testimony denied that 
O’Brien told him there would have to be 
a little cheating and declared as he had 
been reported In Interview’# as acting for 
Tom Ochiltree. of New York, through 
friendship. 

The following committee was appointed 
for the purpose of placing the matter be¬ 
fore the grand Jury, making the formal 
request uj*>n the Jockey Club and other 
turf organisations that O’Brien be not 
further recognised.

SERIOUS CHARGE 


LEADS TO THE ARREST OF 
GEORGE WILLIAMS 


Claimed To Be Agent of An Insur¬ 
ance Company and Collected $50 
From a Customer. 


George Williams, who claims to be a 
representative of the New York Life 
Insurance Company, was locked In the 
county Jail In Jeffersonville last night 
on the charge of obtaining money un¬ 
der false pretenses, the alleged method 
b#. lng the collection of $60 from Neeley 
Reeder, whose life he promised to in¬ 
sure fur $ 1 , 000 . Mr. Reeder, who is n 
son of former Councilman Levi Reeder, 
laused Williams’ arrest. Police Capt¬ 
ain J. T. Applegate took the man In 
custody while he was talking Insur¬ 
ance with Stanley Koons on Spring 
street. 

Williams denies he Is guilty. He says 
he did receive $60 from Reeder and or¬ 
dered the policy Issued several days 
ago. Afb-r reaching the police station 
Williams sent two telegrams, ope to 
George W. William, at Eau flalre. 
Wis., for $50 and the other to T. E. 
Williams, at Aurora. Neb., for $75. He 
signed "W. P. W.” 

Williams had a certificate of author¬ 
ity to solicit for the New York Life In¬ 
surance Company, the document hav¬ 
ing be°n Issued by the Chicago office. 

At this point there is a conflict. Wal¬ 
ter N. MilHcan. the company’s special 
agent In New Albany', exhibited a let¬ 
ter to Prosecutor F. M. Mayfield, to the 
effect that although the Chicago office 
had given Williams credentials the 
main office refused to sanction his em¬ 
ployment. 

Mr. Mltllcan had heard of the Reeder 
case and asked Williams what bad been 
dene with the premium. He wus told 
that ”hls pocketbook” had been left 
with the clerk at Seelbftch’s Hotel. Mr. 
MUllcan accompanied Williams there. 
On arriving Williams said the clerk 
would not be on duty for several hours. 
This was Sunday afternoon. In the 
meantime the officers studied over the 
matter, and according to their theory 
they have made a good catch. 

Williams arrived In Jeffersonville 
several days ago and registered at 
Stauss’ Hotel. Prosecutor Mayfield 
was Informed by the management that 
Williams Intended to leave last night. 

A Courier-Journal reporter talked to 
Williams Just before Sergt Kendall 
took him from the station to Jail. Will¬ 
iams denied that he had Intended to 
leave. He Is about thirty years old. 
tall and slender and has a red mus¬ 
tache. Williams talks In Impressive 
style. He says he Is confident he will 
get money to-day and settle his trou¬ 
ble. Before going to Jeffersonville he 
was In Louisville and claims to have 
lived part of the time at the Victoria 
Hotel.

PROMINENT LAWYERS 


OF INDIANA CRITICISE DURBIN'S 
ACTION ON KENTUCKY 
REQUSITIONS. 


QUESTION IN LEGISLATURE. 


Indianapolis, Nov. 4 —The Sentinel to¬ 
day prints the following: 

Gov. Durbin’s refusal to honor 
the req ills it Ion s for the return to Ken¬ 
tucky of W. S. Taylor and Charles Fin¬ 
ley was a leading topic of conversation 
veoterday and public Interest in the 
conditions growing out of the heinous 
murder of William Goebel is as keen in 
Indiana as it ever has been since the 
day when the assassin’s fatal shot was 
fired. 

Notwithstanding Gov. Durbin’s parti¬ 
san pronunciamento it is evident that 
the people of the State will not rest 
satisfied until exact Justice la meted out 
to the murderers of Goebel, and. Judg¬ 
ing from ihe intensity of feeling mani¬ 
fested, It Is altogether likely that the 
matter will be further agitated In the 
next Legislature to the end that Gov. 
Durbin may be Induced to surrender 
Taylor and Finley, that they may stand 
trial for their supposed connection with 
the crime. 

• • • 

Gov. Durbin Blamed. 


From expressions heard yesterday on 
the streets and in public places, It is ev¬ 
ident that many cltlxens blame Oov. 
Durbin for bringing additional disgrace 
upon the State and believe that he de¬ 
parted a long way from the rule of 
propriety in radical denunciation of the 
motives of the court and Jury that have 
tried the supposed accomplices of Tay¬ 
lor and Finley and In his sweeping con¬ 
demnation of the institutions of a sis¬ 
ter State. 

A few Republican lawyers s^ek to ex¬ 
cuse the Governor’s action on the the¬ 
ory that the chief executive possesses 
discretionary powders, but they Ignore 
the plain provision of the United States 
Constitution, which says: 

"A person charged In any State with 
treason, felony or other crime, who 
shall flee from justice, and be found In 
another State, shall, on demand of the 
executive authority of the State from 
which he lied, be delivered up. to be 
removed to the State having Jurisdic¬ 
tion of the crime.”

What Lawyers Say. 


The Sentinel yesterday obtained ex¬ 
pressions upon the Governor's action 
from prominent lawyers, as follows 
Ex-Judge of the Appellate Court 
Frank K. Gavin—Under the circum¬ 
stances I think It was the duty of Gov. 
Durbin to honor the requisitions. If any 
errors should be committed in the ad¬ 
ministration of Justice by the Kentucky 
trial court, the Court of Appeals of that 
State could be safely relied on to cor¬ 
rect them. I do not think under the Con¬ 
stitution of the United States the Gov¬ 
ernor has any discretion in the matter. 
There Is no power to compel him to 
honor the requisitions, since he la the 
head of the administration, but that 
does not alter the fact that the luw and 
his duty required him to honor the 
requisition*. HI* duty remains the Fame 
and in the present Instance 1 do not 
think he has performed it.

A. G. Smith, former Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral of Indiana—I read Gov. Durbin's 
letter to the Governor of Kentucky this 
morning. 1 did not read it very carefully 
or for the purpose of criticism, for I 
did not care to do so. The result of the 
Governor’s action on the requisitions Is 
Just what every reasonable person »*x- 
pected. Nobody who knows the political 
structure of the Governor of Indiana 
would have supposed for a moment 
that he W’oukl have done otherwise. Ills 
action Is a clear and palpable violation 
of the Constitution of the United States, 
and in this regard It is no worse than 
the action of his predecessor in the 
same matter. The action of both ha<* 
not been for the purpose of conserving 
justice or promoting the fair adminis¬ 
tration of the law**. In refusing to grant 
the requisitions both Gov. Mount and 
the present Governor have been actuat¬ 
ed by the sole desire to protect Repub¬ 
lican murderers from just and merited 
punishment. 

The letter of the Governor of Indiana 
to the Governor of Kentucky, as pub¬ 
lished In the papers this morning, is be¬ 
neath criticism. It abounds In abuse of 
the courts of a slst-r -State and 1* full 
of Invectives and misstatements of 
fuct*. It show’s on »is tact that the Gov¬ 
ernor of Indiana is ignorant of the 
subject he attempted to discuss. Th»* 
whole let tor Is a feeble and Illiterate at¬ 
tempt to excuse the nonperformance of 
an executive function enjoined upon 
the Governor by the Constitution of th- 
Unlled States, and all this has been, 
not to promote Justice, but simply to 
protect criminals. 

In one respect the assault on the 
court# and juries of Kentucky I* at 
!ca*t amusing. The Court of Appeals, 
the highest court or Kentucky, a* con¬ 
stituted at present, Is Republican In 
politics. It la plain to the average mind 
that If the murderers of Goebel were In 
such great danger of conviction 
through the instrumentality of partisan 
courts and Juries, the Court «»r Appeals, 
with power to review the whole trial, 
would see that no innocent man should 
be deprived of hl« liberty by Mich un 
unwarranted conviction Indeed, the 
case of Taylor and Finley must be des¬ 
perate when the Governor of Indiana 
intervene* to save them from the Judg¬ 
ment of th * Republican Court of Ap- 
p* uls of the State of Kentucky. 

There is or.© thought important to 
consider In this wholesale onslaught on 
the courts of a sister State, and that is 
that th** i**e >rd* of criminal Jurispru¬ 
dence u* fur buck as civilisation goes 
do not show the conviction of # single 
inrocent person charged with murder 
except in a case of mistaken identity, 
flo It seems that in this civilized age no 
innocent man stands in the least dan¬ 
ger of being convicted •>/ th** crim* of 
murder. The fuel 1# that Gov. Goebel, 
of Kentucky, was murdered by a ocn- 
splracy of Republican politicians, pure¬ 
ly for a political purpose, and that It la 
the policy of the Republican party to¬ 
day to protect from punishment those 
w'ho commit political crimes, provided 
the victim I* a Democrat,

Should Have Been Honored. 

Henry N. Spain —1 certainly believe 
the requisitions should have Inen mon- 


ored, and that Gov. Durbin violated 
his duty when he refused to do so. It is 
a vital pain of our Institutions that 
criminals who flee from one State are 
to be given up to the proper authorities 
and that the laws are to be enforced. If 
we admit that a Governor can refuse 
to deliver a criminal when the request 
for hla return Is made. It would break 
up all our Ideas of lawful government. 

In the present Instance w** can all 
s*e now* that the requisitions are re¬ 
fused for political reason#. I helleve. 
There l* really no doulit any longer as 
to the justice of the Kentucky courts, 
and the requisitions are refused merely 
because th»‘ Gitvernor has the political 
pow’er to do »o. 

Pierre Gray—I think the Governor did 
wrong in not honoring the requisitions. 
I r*ad his explanation of his action, and 
It senmed to me his conclusions were 
but u repetition of his arguments. The 
Governors of the various States have at 
time* exercised a discretionary right !n 
regard to refusing requisitions, but in 
the present Instance I think Gov. Dur¬ 
bin’s reasons for doing so were very 
weak. 

Ex-Lieutenant-Governor Will Cum- 
bttd ir i wore G ov e rn or I would not 
for n minute shield Mr. Taylor and Mr.

DENOUNCED AS AN OUTRAGE.

George Hanlon w!U have another 
chance to be proven guilty or Innooent 
of the murder of Fred Rlehterkeselng. 
The Jury which had his life or liberty In 
their hands failed to agree, after con¬ 
sidering the case for nearly forty hours, 
and they were discharged by Judge 
Barker yeetorday shortly after court 
was opened at 10 o’clock. 

The jury. In the twenty-five or thirty 
ballots cast, stood nine for death, two 
for life imprisonment and one for ac¬ 
quittal. L. R. Dicklnpou has the dis¬ 
tinction of not believing that Hanlon 
killed Ricbterkesslng. and he claims to 
have bad this opinion from the start. 
James M. Long and T. W. Hawes voted 
••guilty," but were only for a life sen¬ 
tence. The Jurors who said "deith” 
were: 

J. B. Campbell, Henry Speesberger. 
John C. Martin, James M. Long. A. W. 
Ferry, W. G. Barrett, John Beha, J. R. 
Kir wan, Ira S. Barnett and William 
Beaumclster. 

Mr. Klrwan made the following state- 
ment to & Courier-Journal reporter: 

•’You want my opinion of the result? 
It Is an outrage. When the case began, 
it appeared to me that possibly It was 
r. case of police persecution, but my 
mind was soon disabused of this. I had 
not formed the slightest opinion one 
way or the other, and endeavored to 
weigh all the evidence carefully and 
fairly. The evidence was from the 
start strongly against Hanlon, and 
jHi.ac Black’s statement was especially 
damaging. But I did not accept it fully 
until Mr. Alfred Sdtigman took the 
stand and said that he saw Black and 
Annie Hatched, a negro woman, at 
Bixth and Broad way Immediately after 
the murder; that he talked with them 
and gave their names to the police. 

I was convinced then that Hanlon com¬ 
mitted the murder. 

• When the case was given to us, we 
went to the Jury room, and It was de¬ 
cided to take a ballot on guilty or not 
guilty The vote stood nine for guilty 
and three not guilty. 

••About this time, Dickinson said that 
be wanted all to agree to keep secret 
everything said or done In the jury 
room. 1 said that if we should reach a 
verdict 1 would agree to this, but If 
we did not. that 1 intended to let the 
public know exactly how I stood. 

••We then took several ballots, with 
the same result. Then Long and Hawes 
found out that we were not voting on 
death or acquittal, but only on guilty or 
not guilty. On the next ballot, as a 
result, we stood eleven for guilty and 
one— Dlcklnaon—not guilty. 

"Several of us discussed the case with 
Dickinson, and while he conceded that 
the Commonwealth's testimony was 
true, including Black’s evidence, yet he 
always said that he waa not convinced 
of Hanlon's guilt, and voted not guilty. 

"I was convinced Saturday night 
that we .would not reach a verdict 1 
did not believe that Dickinson would 
give up, and I did not think that Long 
and Hawes would be for the death sen¬ 
tence. and I knew that I would never 
be for anything dee.” 

Immediately after the Jury was dis¬ 
missed. Mr. Klrwan said t 
"If l had a five-year-old boy who had 
beard the evidence and did not believe 
Jn Hanlon’s guilt. I would lick the hide 
off of him." 

This waa said In the presence of 
Dickinson, but hi? only defense was 
"difference of opinion." 

Mr. Klrwan. on going to the treasurer 
of the Jury fund.for hla check, said: 

"Make It out for the Little Sisters of 
the Poor. It is like blood money. I 
don’t want any pay for the work.” 

Foreman Barney, In stating how he 
stood* said. 

"I am convinced of Hanlon’s guilt, 
and would have voted for the death pen¬ 
alty.'* 

Dickinson, who lives at 1822 West 
Chestnut street, and Is a collector, was 
seen at his home by a Courier-Journal 
reporter. At first, he showed great dis¬ 
satisfaction at th* Jurors speaking of 
whit had transpired in the Jury room. 

"Jt w*as not proven to me that Han¬ 
lon committed the crime," he said, "and 
therefore I refused to convict him. The 
testimony was circumstantial." 

"Do you believe a policeman killed 
Bichtei kess ng?'' he was asked. 

"I do." t 

"is It true that you conceded that 
Black testified truthfully?" 

"No. I took all the evidence Into con¬ 
sideration and reached my conclusion. 

I believe Hanlon wras at the corner with 
RJcbteikesalng, but Scanlan testified 
that h* saw Hanlon on Fifth street, 
near Breckinridge, at ten or fifteen 
minutes to 8." 

The murder took place between 7:45 
and 7:50 p. m. 

••What do you think of l-Ianlon'a pre¬ 
text for leaving his beat to treat Officer 
Cahill?” 

"Well, he may have had pome other 
renaon." 

Hanlon and his counsel, however, 
gave this as the sole reason. 

Judge Barker, in discharging the Jury, 
•a id. 

"I sincerely regret that you have not 
been able to reach a verdict, but every 
Juror must abide by his own conscience, 
and It behooves each Juror to be moved 
by no lower motive than duty. If you 
can answer to your conscience, well anj 
g o l—but if not, and you ace lost to 
every sense of Justice, you had better 
go home and bed with a nest of rattle¬ 
snakes.” 

Commonwealth's Attorney 8. S. Blits, 
and Mr. Norton L. Goldsmith are con¬ 
ceded to have made a moat able pre¬ 
sentation of the cruse for the prosecu- 


"Jn sharp contrast to the unfortunate 
action of Booker Washington In taking 
dinner with the President, stands out 
the position maintained by Bruce, the 
great negro politician who became Sen¬ 
ator from Mississippi after the war." 

The Colonel paused and blew* smoke 
at the celling meditatively. 

"Shall I tell you one of the little in¬ 
cidents that made Bruce a Congress¬ 
man?" he said at last. 

"Yes. sure!" came the chorus from 
his listeners. 

"Well, It all happened on a Missis¬ 
sippi river steamboat Just after the war. 
Bruce, you know, had been a foreman 
on his master’s plantation, and after 
the wuir he took his master’s name. I 
don't know where this man got his edu¬ 
cation, but he had It, and soon came to 
be recognized as a power among tha 
negToes. All the old planters liked and 
respected him, for he was a great in¬ 
fluence for good, advising the negroes 
w isely and # keepfng them In their places 
as far as he could. I happened to be 
going down from Louisville to New' Or¬ 
leans on one of those old-time big 
steamers, and at some little landing In 
Mississippi Bruce got on board. All 
the gentlemen who saw him spoke, and 
Bruce, as w*as his custom then, w'ent 
Immediately to ‘Texas.’ Texas was that 
upper cabin, which was first class for 
negroes. It cost as much as the first- 
class passage and the food was exact¬ 
ly the same. Feeling ran so high at 
the time that It was not safe for a negro 
to show himself In the gentlemen's cab¬ 
in downstairs. Even If you w’anted 
your black servant to brush your 
clothes you must go down to the bar¬ 
bershop. 

"The planters on board were talking

This time 
the carpet-bagger wrote a short note and 
sent th** waiter back to Bruce. 

"The note begged ‘Mr. Bruce to come 
to the white cabin for a confidential chat 
between gentlemen; also to take dinner 
with the subscriber.* 

"Everybody waited to see what would 
happen. 

"Suddenly the cabin door opened and 
Bruce walked In. Two or three of 
those hot-headed Southerners sprang to 
their feet. Before anyone could say a 
word Bruce strode right up to the car¬ 
pet-bagger. The man sprang to his feet, 
took off his hat and held out his hand. 

" 'Ah, Mr. Bruce. I believe.’ 

"Bruce never noticed the outstretched 
hand. Instead he shook his long finger 
under the nose of the astounded white 
man. 

** ‘You d — d — !' exclaimed the negro, 
'you asked me down here, thinking to 
flatter me, did you? I came down 
here Just to tell you that I considered 
it no flattery to be asked to the white 
cabin to meet any such low — — —. 
If you want to see me.on business. I’m 
In ray place In the Texas.

BOTH WERE OFFICERS. 


CONVICTS WORKED TO SAVE IN 
STITUTION FROM DE¬ 
STRUCTION. 


DAMAGE ESTIMATED AT $2,000. 


Fire caused $2,000 damage In the In¬ 
diana Reformatory Ln Jeffersonville yes¬ 
terday afternoon. It originated from 
an unknown cause in the drying-room 
adjoining the State tailor shop, on the 
second floor of a bulld'ng located in the 
center of the lnclosure and between the 
main dining-room and the chapel. 

Fire Chief Frederick Knapp, of the 
Jeffersonville fire department, and As¬ 
sistant Chief Andrew Mahar were pain¬ 
fully Injured. Mahar narrowly escaped 
being killed. 

Two hundred convicts worked like vet¬ 
eran fire fighters to save the property. 
There was no disorder, little excite¬ 
ment, and not & prisoner attempted to 
escape, though the presence of armed 
guards In towers and on the walls 
probably caused any desperate seeker 
for liberty to think twice If planning 
freedom. 

Smoke filled the eleven acres of space 
occupied, poured Into the eellhouses and 
rolled above the four walls like a great 
conflagration waa raging. So much 
smoke was due to dead Are In prlaoneis* 
clothing and bedding. 

It was 8:10 o’clock when FV>remnn 
Burkhardt. of the laundry' department, 
discovered the flames ln the drying- 
room. A message waa sent to Super¬ 
intendent Hert, and he summoned the 
Jeffersonville department. In the mean¬ 
time the Reformatory fire department, 
manned by convicts and directed by 
guards, was busily at work. Flames 
w'ere creep/lug through” the roof of the 
tailor shop and leaping through win¬ 
dows. Three hundred prisoners cm the 
second floor of the building occupied 
by the Glfcscke-D’Oench-HayB Shoe 
Company kept at their task# as though 
everything was proceeding as usual. 
Convicts were laying hose, some w*ere 
hurry ing w’llh orders, dozens w ere rush¬ 
ing Into the Are. a moment later to ap¬ 
pear at a wlndow r with an armful of 
cloth or clothing. Superintendent Hert, 
his assistant. John A. Aley. and Second 
Assistant Charles lUbelin were In the 
midst of the smoke, for at one time It 
became so dense they w'ere fearful for 
the safety of the prisoners w r ho had 
preceded them. Several men were 
found working with handkerchiefs tied 
over their mouths. 

The prisoners were keeping the flames 
In hand when Chief Knapp and his 
men at rived. An hour later every 
spark had been extingushed, but the 
tailor shop was badly damaged and 900 
suits of clothing had been partially 
burned or soaked with water. Hundreds 
of blankets and many bolts of cloth 
had been damaged In the same way, and 
all had been thrown through windows 
Into the street. Boxes of thread had 
also been thrown down, and spools 
were fl««ulng on the water which flood¬ 
ed the Immediate vic.nity. 

Chief Knapp was giving i net ructions 
when struck Just over the right eye by 
a flying plank. The lid was cut, neces¬ 
sitating two stitches at the Reforma¬ 
tory hospital. It Is not believed hJs 
eye is injured, though the wound Is ex¬ 
tremely painful. 

While Chief Knapp was being attend¬ 
ed by Dr. Sharp. Assistant Chief M.thur 
fell m rid dislocated his left ankle. He 
was ascending a ladder from the roof 
of the l>akery to the roof of the struc¬ 
ture on fire. The ladder gave way, and 
Mahar plunged backward a distaivce of 
about twenty-five feet. The ladder fell 
on him. He W'as taken to the hospital 
on a stretcher, which convicts carried. 

John Gilbert, a pipeman, wrem^hed 
his knee, but he continued to work.

MAGISTRATE HAUSE ANGRY. 


The New Albany Common Council at 
the regular meeting of that body last 
evening adopted a resolution, introduced 
by Mr. Strack. that will create an Im¬ 
portant and valuable precedent In fu¬ 
ture street Improvement#. The resolu¬ 
tion provides that a rebate of $1.17 a run¬ 
ning foot shall be paid the property 
owners on Pearl street from Spring to 
Oak. This rebate Is to be paid out of 
the taxes, to be credited each year until 
paid. This will require the city to credit 
on taxes of these property owners nearly 
$1,400. 

The first resolution offered by Mr. 
Strack provided that a rebate of $2 a 
running foot be made, but this was 
voted down, and upon the suggestion 
of Councilman Graham and Councilman 
Wolfe the amended resolution making 
the rebate 25 per cent, of the total Im¬ 
provement was adopted. Mr. Graham 
Introduced a resolution providing that 
hereafter $10,000 be appropriated each 
year to be applied to the reconstruction 
of streets either with bricks or asphalt 
paving, this sum to be used a# a rebate 
to property owners on improved streets, 
the proportion to be fixed hereafter. The 
resolution was laid over until next meet¬ 
ing.

Mrs Burke was a native of Troy. N. 
Y. She was born April 22. 1S32. When 
a child she was taken to New Orleans 
and reared. 8he came to Jeffersonville 
on a visit and formed the acquaintance 
of James Burke. Her marriage to Mr. 
Burke took place In St. Etienne church. 
New Orleans, November 27. 1855. the 

Rev. Father William Delcross officiat¬ 
ing. Shortly afterward Mr. and Mrs. 
Burke located In Jeffersonville. Mr. 
Burke filled several positions for the 
city and was apjafinted postmaster by 
President Cleveland. He d!*d un xpect- 
edly October 17. 1898. His death grieved 
his wife to an unusual degree and she 
wag never afterward of the same happy 
disposition. 

Mrs. Burke was foremost In deed# cf 
rharit.v. and many unfortunates will 
have cause to mourn for her.

The attention of Democrats Is called 
to all warrants that may be Issued os¬ 
tensibly from the office of the Clerk of 
the Police Court to-day.

The Central Stock Yards at South 
Louisville held Its first sales yesterday 
under favorable conditions. Fifty car¬ 
loads of stock, brought in by the South¬ 
ern and Illinois Central railroads on 
Saturday and Sunday, were on the mar¬ 
ket and brought good prices. About 
twenty-five prominent dealers were on 
hand. Their stock was promptly han¬ 
dled and they were well satisfied with 
the management of the yards. Buyers 
were In attendance from New York, 
Pittsburg. Baltimore, Boston and all 
Eastern cities. They expressed them¬ 
selves as pleased with the arrangement 
at the yards. 

Mr. Bush C, Watkins, traffllc manag¬ 
er for the company, m speaking of the 
opening said last night: "We are well 
pleased with our first day as was 
every buyer and shipper. Business 
moved off without the slightest friction. 
The cars of stock delivered to us were 
unloaded and returned to the railroad 
companies within an hour. We were 
congratulated by all tho buyers and 
shippers In attendance—and there were 
a large number of them—on the way 
the stock was handled. Several pre¬ 
dicted that the market at our yard* 
would be one of the biggest In the 
country; that it was already the best 
market Louisville had ever had.

Schemes of the Scalpers. 

The ticket scalpers who are out on 
bail In Chicago after conviction and 
pending a decision on au application 
for a new trial, concluded not to wait 
for the result of the hearing, but 
’’jumped" their ball, leaving their 
bondsmen In the lurch. The charge so 
often made by the scalpers that the 
movement of the railroads against 
them amounted simply to the persecu¬ 
tion of honest men. does not seem to 
be burne out by the results In this case. 
If the dishonest acts of the fraternity 
In connection with the Buffalo Exposi¬ 
tion could be collated. It would make 
a chapter, or rather a book, that would 
Ftartlo #the community. Hundreds of 
tickets purchased from dishonest brok¬ 
ers have been taken up by the railroads 
on the trains out of Buffalo, and their 
holders obliged to pay their fare or get 
ofT the train. This in all cases has 
been a serious annoyance, and In very 
many cases an absolute hardship. In 
view of the universal condemnation of 
the business by those who have Investi¬ 
gated it. It would seem os if the papers 
throughout the country could perform 
no belter service for the public than to 
warn them agalrurt the purchase of 
tickets from the brokers. Particularly 
Is this necessary In the rural districts 
and In local papers. People living In 
large cities have no excuse for ignor¬ 
ance on this subject. The great datllea 
have time and again published ac¬ 
counts of the frauds perpetrated, and 
the danger of dealing with scalpers Is 
generally understood at such points. It 
is rare, however, that the country pa¬ 
pers give place to items of this char¬ 
acter. and It would be an act of posi¬ 
tive value to their readers if the rural 
press would set forth the dunger which 
attends any transactions with the tick¬ 
et scalpers.

RtPUBLIGflN COUNCIL 

SHOWS ITS HHND. 

Nullifies AU Action Toward Water-works Investiga¬ 
tion, Showing Ordinance Was a 
Political Scheme.

Through the record of Ihe Raturdiy 
night meeting of the General Council, 
which was published yesterday as part 
of the official proceedings, the fake game 
of the Republicans In their demand for 
an Investigation of the Water Company 
was exposed. 

The Mayor's veto of the ord nance was 
received at the Tuesday’night meeting, 
but the records show that the ordinance 
was passed by a vote of 20 to 0. Clerk 
Harlan’s official report of the Saturday 
night proceeding reads: 

Mr. Meriwether moved/that all matters 
pertaining to the ordinance, aucceedlng 
the appointment of Messrs. Wright and 
Meriwether as u special committee, he 
stricken out. which motion was adopted. 
On motion the Journal was approved os 
corrected. 


"We have splendid switching facili¬ 
ties. as was shown by the way we got 
empty cars back to the railroad com¬ 
panies. The Southern officials have 
used every effort to make the railroad 
feature of the yards & big Item and 
they have succeeded. 

”1 think every visitor will concede 
that we have the most modem ly 
equipped stock yards In the United 
States. We have a capacity to handle 
15,000 sheep, 15.000 hogs and 5.000 cattle. 
Our buildings actually cover fourteen 
acres. Everything is under roof and the 
flooring la brick throughout. The yards 
entire ace valued at $500,000." 

Mr. Watkins stated that a packing 
establishment in connection with the 
yards would be built later. When this 
Is completed, a meat merchant may go 
to the yards, buy one head of cattle, a 
sheep or a hog and then return to the 
city to order the meat In when he 
pleases. His purchase is slaughtered 
and put In ©old storage subject to his 
orders, he carrying the key to the room 
in which Ills meat Is stored. 

Officers of the Central Stock Yards 
Company are In earnest In their at¬ 
tempt to make a success of another 
st«x-k yard for Ixnilsvllle. They have 
put money into the new property with 
a free hand and the fourteen acres of 
buildings they have in South Louisville 
is a revelation to live-stock men os well 
as to citizens not directly enteTested. 
who have visited the yards and 
watched the erection of the largo of¬ 
fices, cattle, hog and sheep barns and 
Immense sale sheds.

1 o’clock yesterday morning by Mr. J. 
C. Dodd and Mr. W. M. Smith, of coun¬ 
sel for the Central Stock Yards Com¬ 
pany, and they immediately drove In a 
hack to Judge Field’s residence In Cres¬ 
cent Hill and secured the restraining 
order, which was promptly served, and 
the six cars were delivered In obedi¬ 
ence to 'the court’s commands. 

The immediate necessity for the hast® 
In securing the restraining order was 
in a measure due to the fact that the 
Central Stock Yards Company held its 
opening sales yesterday and while the 
six carload lots formed only a small 
part of the live stock to be sold, yet It 
was a question of great moment to the 
new company, and they desired the 
speediest determination of the question 
—whether the L. and N. was entitled 
under the law' to refuse to deliver cat¬ 
tle to them and to Insist on delivering 
them at the Bourbon stock yards. 

Some months ago the Union Stock 
Yard Company was refused an injunc¬ 
tion in a suit of somewhat similar na¬ 
ture. The question then Involved re¬ 
lated to one of switching. Judge Bar¬ 
ker, In refusing to grant the Injunc¬ 
tion, held that the switch of the plaln- 
rlfr company could only hold about 
three cars and that it being connected 
with th* L. and NVs main line would 
make its use. as desired, dangerous. It 
was also held that the Bourbon stock 
yards was the L. and N.’s regular 
freight depot for live stock. 

The present suit is based on Section 
213 of the State Constitution, which re¬ 
quires all railroad, transfer, belt lines 
and railway bridge companies to re¬ 
ceive, deliver, transfer and transport 
all freight In carloads or less quanti¬ 
ties from and -to any point where there 
Is a. physical connection between the 
tracks of such companies. 

The petition filed yesterday alleges 
that there are two physical connections 
between the L. and N. and the South¬ 
ern. and that the latter company noti¬ 
fied the L. and N. that on and after 
November 1 it would be ready to ac¬ 
cept live stock entering Louisville, con¬ 
signed to any and all persons at its 
station. Central Stock Yards. Ky. 

The petition states that notwith¬ 
standing the two physical connections, 
the L. and N. has refused to accept 
live stock consigned to the Central 
gtock Yards Company at Central Stock 
Yards, a station on the Southern, but 
has accepted the live stock cars of 
the Bourbon stock yards and delivered 
them at that point. 

The motion for a permanent Injunc¬ 
tion will be argued November 12.

IN LOCAL MARKETS. 


Louisville Tobacco Warehouse Com¬ 
pany Makes a Fine Showring 
On the Year’s Business.

RESTRAINS L. AND N. 


That Road Compelled To Deliver Live 
Stock To Central Yards. 

Judge Field granted a restraining or¬ 
der yesterday morning about 2 o'clock 
to prevent the L. and N. from refusing 
to deliver six cars of live stock to the 
Southern Railway Company In Ken¬ 
tucky for delivery on the latter com¬ 
pany's line at its station. Central 
Yards, Ky. The stock was assigned to 
the Central Stock Yards Company. 

The restraining order was based on 
a petition of the Central Stock Yards 
Company for a mandamus to compel 
the L. and N. to deliver to the Southern 
Railway Company in Kentucky for de¬ 
livery to the Central Stock Yards Com¬ 
pany the six cars already tendered or 
that may be tendered to the L. and N. 
for such shipment. The company also 
asks for $300 damages. 

The petition was filed with Deputy 
Circuit Clerk Horace A. Lindsay about 


The Louisville Tobacco Warehouse 
Company closed a prosperous year on 
November 1, and yesterday afternoon 
declared a handsome dividend on Its 
common stock. The reports showed 
that the company had transacted the 
best business of its history, though It 
did not sell quite eo much tobacco as in 
1897. the year of the "boom," when 
there was a heavy speculative demand. 
The net earnings this year, after charg¬ 
ing of all unpaid debts and bad ac¬ 
counts and loans of last year, amounted 
to $142,465.06. or a little better than 11 
per cent, on the common stock.

MINISTERS START fl 

MOVEMENT FOR REFORM. 

They Decide To Form a Civic League To Suppress 
Vice mid Purify the City. 


A civic league, composed of 100 lead¬ 
ing busTtegs men. banded together In 
one body, with the suppression of vice 
and the raising of the general moral 
lone of the dty os an aim—this is the 
expected outcome of a meeting of the 
Louisville ministers yesterday. 

It was the regular monthly meeting 
of the Ministerial Association. The 
moral condition of the city came up 
early tn the discussion, wrhen the Rev. 
E. L. Powell, in a vigorous «i>eech. de¬ 
nounced the general prevalence of vice. 
He urged the ministers to step In and 
take some action In the mutter; not 
simply by preaching, but also by work¬ 
ing. Part of Dr Powell’s plan was a 
vigilance committee, which should un¬ 
dertake aotlvely the work of reform. 

Dr J. Kinsey Smith then addre**<d 
the meeting. I>r Smith declared It was 
not the ministers’ business to bud spy¬ 


ing expeditions or to take that m^nns 
of accomplishing their end. It was the 
ministers* duty to sound the alarm and 
leave to business men the actual work 
of purification. The business men were 
tho only ones who could be of prac¬ 
tical value In any work of reform. 

It was decided finally to appoint a 
committee thait should endeavor to 
arouse the business men, and, if pos¬ 
sible, effect the formation of a civic 
league, composed of 190 leading citizens 
willing to undertake the work of re¬ 
form. 

Dr Powell was chosen chairman of 
the committee. The others have not yet 
been selected. 

It was decided to postpone the union 
services In Louisville until the first 
week in January. Three union services 
will he held th* first Sunday In Janu¬ 
ary. and there will be services through¬ 
out the week. 

Tli© Rev. \VWbur F. Sheridan deliv¬ 
ered an address on "Great Scotch 
Preachers." and the Rev. Mr. Gambia 
spoke on "Sunday Closing."
